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PREFACE. 


IN the present age, as science and learn- 
ing advance apace, the laws and customs of 
our ancestors, upon which our civil and 
municipal lights are founded; should be 
seriously considered and well understood* 
Any production, it is presumed, will be ac- 
ceptable, which teiids to facihtate so essen- 
tial a study. 


The celebrated Coibmexitaries of Sir Wit 
liam Blackstone abound in Latin, Greek, 
French, Norman, and other sentences, illus- 
trating his opinions in the language of the 
writCTR from whom he derived them. The 
reputation which that grand digest of our 
laws has acquii^ proves its ^periority and 
general estimation. The other wOrks from 
whence I have taken the extracts are trea- 
tises upon each branch of the law, together 
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with the justice of the peace. In the 
whole of them are interspersed numerous 
sentences, the very essence of jwhichis en- 
veloped in foreign languages, difficult * to 
translate, and the literal meaning of which 
appears unconnected with the subject, un- 
less the many idioms of each language are 
observed with the strictest scrutiny. 

I have adhered as closely a§ possible to 
a Uteral translation, that the matter of the 
original extracts might be faithfully inter- 
preted : in a few cases the obscurity of the 
ancient law phrases has obUged me to 
insert an explanation; in others, to add a 
second translation. The alphabetical ar- 
rangement will afford immediate reference 
and information.

Vi et armiSj de Jilioy vel JiUay rapto vel ab- 
ducto. With force and arms, the son or daugh- 
ter ravished or carried away.

Vi et armis ; vid*, bacuUs, cultelliSy arcubus et 
sagittis. With force and arms, to wit, with 
dubs, knives, bows, and arrows.

Should one of them die 
before the other, the share of both, together with 
the issues accrued, devolves upon the survivor.

Voire dire. To say what he has seen ; to 
speak the truth. 

Volatilia (qiuB suntferas naturcej alia stmt re- 
gaUa alia communia. Birds of flight (which are 
of a wild nature) some are royal, others common. 
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Volatus cignorum et dgnetUytumferorum toca- 
tus. Called a flight of wild swans and cygnets. 

VolattiS cignorum ferorum. A flight of wild 
swans. 

Volenti non fit injuria. That man is not 
wronged who wilfully allows it. 

Volenti non fit injuria^ si dolo sit inductus ad 
consentiendum. If a man be induced to consent 
to a fraud, he receives no wrong, as he desires it. 

Voh et prcecipioj ut omnes de comitatu eant ad 
comitatus et hundreda^ sicutjecerint tempore regis 
Edwardi. I will and command, that all per- 
sons of the county go to the counties and hun- 
dreds, as they did in the time of king Edward. 

Voluit Ugamenta coifce sues solvere ut palam 
mo7istraret se tonsuram habere^ clericalem; sed 
non est permissus. — Satelles vero eum arripiens^ 
non per coifie Ugamina sed per guttur eum appre- 
hendenSf tra^it ad career em.

allowed to do so. — ^For the oflScer seizing him, 
and not holding him by the strings of his hood, 
but by the throat, dragged him to prison.
